Advarced Cause of Peace. 

“No International conference ever 
settled Europe’s problems,” he said, 
“but they have advanced the cause 
of peace on earth. I have profound 


conviction and faith in the ultimate 
reason of mankind.”’ 

Lloyd George was greeted with a 
storm of cheers when he appeared 
on the platform in Central Hall, 
where the conference was held. All 
the coalition Ministers and Libera] 
members of Parliament were pres- 
ent. Replying to a eulogistic intro- 
duction by the chairman of the 
meeting, Lord Leverhulme, the Pre- 
mier immediatly began a discussion 
of the advantage accruing to the 
Empire from the Irish settlement. 

“It is the first time for a cen- 
tury,” he said, “that we have had an 
Jrish government established with 
the whole-hearted sanction of the 
people of Great Britain.” 

Lloyd George said that the Irish 
settlement had enhanced the prestige 
of Great Brtain throughout the 
world, and had deprived her ene- 
mies of “‘the taunt that we were al- 
Ways willing to give exalted advice 
to other nation:, which we never 
followed ourselves.”’ 

Touching on the subject of a gen- 
eral election, he disclaimed that he 
had started the talk of it, saying he 
had not made up his mind in regard 
to such an election, and that it 
would not be his business to do so 
until the last minute. 

“T have nothing to add to the ad- 
mirable statement on the subject by 
my colleague, Austen Chamber- 
Jain,” he added, ““Whether the elec- 
tion comes early or late, we shall 
have but one policy to put before the 
country—a policy not dictated by 
el ,.ctioneering exigencies, but a pol- 
icy demanded by the needs of the 
country and of the world.”’

World trade, he said, was in a 
worse plight than anyone present 
had ever before witnessed. 


Looks for Peace in East. 
“International confidence is the 
basis of international trade. The 
problem confronting Great Britain 
and the world may be summed up in 


one phrase—restoration of interna- 
tional confidence. 

“Order will restore confidence.” 

Lioyd George said he was looking 
to the Genoa conference to restore 
peace tn the East. 

“If permanent peace is established 
there must be a great reduction in 
the cost of armaments,” he added 
“The British army is being reduced 
to below the prewar standard and 
the navy and the air force are being 
reduced also. The nations must be 
prepared to take risks for peace.” 

The Prime Minister said he was a 
believer in the League of Nations, 
‘and I wish some of its friends would 
not run it as if it were a sort of little 
part show,” he added. 

With reference to German repara- 
tions he said: 

“I am one of those who think Ger- 
many ought not to be let off from 
payment, but Germany is suffering 
from exhaustion like other nations 
and delay is inevitable. The sooner, 
however, a settlement is reached the 
better.” 

“The leas Governments interfere 
with trade the better for trade and 
the better for the Governments, 
Lioyd George went on. “There is 
but one urgent program—peace on 
earth, good will amongst men.” 

“All who are anxious for peace, 
and who have the courage to tread 
the path believe in face-to-face dis- 
cussion.” he added. 

France as a Warning. 

He said men who thought they 
could cleanse Europe of its ills in 
two years or three years were either 


ignorant of the real conditions or } 


were misiending the public. 
« “What has happened in France,” 
he continued, “shows how warilv we 
must proceed among so many bris- 
tling suspicions. There is only one 
way to reach the goal—by insisting 
upon bringing the nations to the test 
of reason and not to force.” 

He denied that the idea of a gen-

The at- 
tendants and prelates who were 
present went to the window, one of 
them remarking “Now it is dawn; 
it brings Lope.” 


Shortly after 8 o’clock physicians 
gave out their bulletin announcing 
that the Pope was worse. Then came 
the slight improvement toward 9 
o'clock, when it was stated his holl- 
ness was resting easier. The Car- 
dinals then began to appear to make 
their visits. Among the first were 
noted Cardinal Merry del Val. Car- 
dinal Laurenti and Cardina)] Van- 
nutelli. The foreign Ambassadors, 
anxious for news, also began to send 
in requests for information on the 
Pontiff's condition. 


Cardinal Gasparri, who was with 
the Pope from 6:30 o'clock until 
9:45, met in the ante-chamber 
shortly after that hour all the di- 
plomatists in Rome, who called per- 
sonally for news. Referring to the 
Pope's dozing spell, which the phy- 
sicilans interpreted favorably, the 
Cardinal ‘id the situation unfortu- 
nately remained extremely grave. 

Crowd Stands All Night. 

Throughout the night there was 
almost absolute silence at the Vat- 
ican, with only a few guards pacing 
up and down and here and there va- 
rious attendants performing their 
tasks. The top floor, where the 
Pope's apartments are, was almost 
deserted save for one guard, who 
was on duty near the entrance to the 
Pontiff's chambers.

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there was the most intense silence as 
hour by hour the night passed, with 
the condition of his holiness appar- 
ently becoming progressively worse. 
Each sister who had been in the 
pontifical bed chamber was received 
with questions as to the Pontiff's 
state. Most of them simply signi- 
fied with their hands that the condi- 
tion of his holiness was precarious, 
their solemn faces additionally tes- 
tifying to the gravity of the Pontiff's 
case, 

Outside the vatican a crowd lin- 
gered all night before the huge 
bronze gate leading from the square 
of St. Peters, every one endeavoring 
to gather from the persons going in 
and out of the vatican whether his 
holiness was faring well or ill. Some 
of the interested watchers took a 
position near the Egyptian column 
in the center to see if, from the 
light in the Pontiff’s room, they 
could gain any inkling of what was 
going on. Then, as daylight broke, 
the forms of the Cardinals could be 
seen passing from the adjoining 
rooms. 

The Italian royal family has been 
following anxiously the phases of 
Pope Benedict's illness as the news 
was brought to them by Monsignor 
Beccaria, the court chaplain. When 
the church bells of Rome summoned 
the faithful to pray for his holiness, 
the members of the royal family met 
for prayers in their private chapel. 

Cardinal Giorgi, Grand Peniten- 
tiary, and other prelates entered the 
sick chamber at six o’clock. Car- 
dinal Giorgi chanted prayers for the 
dying Pope, who was sinking rapidly 
at that hour. 

Cardinal Giorgi, together with 
Mer. Zampini, had passed much of 
the night in the Pope's chamber, 
while Prince Aldobrandini, comman- 
der of the Noble Guard, and Maj. 
Marchese Pellegrini watched in an 
adjoining room. 

At 6 o’clock a bulletin tssued by 
the attending physicians said Pope 
Benedict's condition continues seri- 
Ous, but the area affected by the 
Pneumonia has not extended. 

Jlis temperature was given as 38.3 
centigrade (about 101 Fahrenheit); 
pulse 104, respiration 60. 

Pope's Nephew Arrives. 


The Pope’s nephew, the Marquis 
Della Chiesa, who arose from his sick 
bed yesterday to viait his uncle, re- 
turned to the sick chamber at 6:45 
o'clock, the Cardina] Gasparri, papal 
secretary of state, arrived 10 min- 
utes later. Within 5 minutes after 
their arrival the announcement was 
given out that the Pontiff was dy- 
ing.

Fresh Centers of Pneumonia, 

Fresh centers of pneumonia infec- 
tion have developed in the lungs of 
the patient and the catarrh from 
wh'_h he suffers still persists. 

The pneumonia was localized dur- 
ing yesterday as centered in the pon- 
tiff’s right lung. But neither lung 
was functioning as the physiciane 
desired. The pneumonia is described 
as being of the pus type. 


The mind of the pontiff remained 
bright up to early today. “If it 
pleases the Lord I shall work again 
for his church, I am ready; if he 
says it is enough, let his will be 
done,’’ the pontiff said early last 
evening as the Cardinals were with- 
drawing from the sick chamber after 
having aid him a visit. 

Throughout the eaily hours of the 
evening Benedict was reported to 
have been fairly comfortable, but 
at midnight he became restless and 
found difficulty in breathing. Oxy- 
gen again was administered and 
seemed to relieve him. 

During the day the Holy Father 
received extreme unction and the 
Holy Sacrament. 

Several times when Cardinals knelt 
and kissed the hand of the pontiff 
as it lay on a cushion at his bed- 
side, the Holy Father spoke words 
of cheer. 

That the members of the Sacred 
College fully realized the gravity of 
the situation, was evident.

A FUTILE INSURANCE WAR. 

The right of the State Superintendent of Insurance 
of Missouri to deny insurance companies of other 
states license to do business in this State is to be 
tested in the courts. Whether or not that right is 
vindiéated in law, the principle of placing such arbi- 
trary power in the hands and possibly at the caprice 
of a single official is to be condemned in advance. 

The feud between Supt. Hyde and the Commission- 
ers of Indiana and Illinois is futile and nonsensical. 
Unless composed at the proposed conference of Com- 
missioners it can but result in broken heads and 
bloody noses and to no avail. That states should 
undertake to handicap business originating in other 
states is absurd and preposterous and contrary to the 
Constitution, which prohibits the states from levying 
import duties against one another. 

Something might be said for Mr. Hyde’s action as 
the only measure of self-defense available to Missouri 
companies suffering from discrimination in other 
states, if such discrimination existed. But the Com- 
missioners of Indiana and Illinois deny that it does. 
They inform the Post-Dispatch that the deposit of

“An enormous amount of work has been done 
and much of it is excellent. The great wilder- 
ness of the past has been explored with diligent 
care and the material lies, carefully classified, 
in those literary museums which we call li- 
braries. But the public refuses to go in. No 
one has ever been able to convince the man in 
the street that time employed on _ historical 
reading is not merely time wasted. He carries 
with him certain hazy notions about a few 
names, Caesar and Joan of Arc (since the war) 
and Magna Charta and George Washington and 
Abraham Lincoln. He remembers that Paul 
Revere took a ride, but whither and for what 
purpose he neither knows nor cares to investi- 
gate. The historical tie which binds him to the 
past and which alone can make him understand 
his own position in relation to the future is non- 
existent. Upon special occasions the multitude 
is given the benefit of a grand historical pyro- 
technic display, paid for by the local Chamber 
of Commerce, and a few disjointed facts flash 
by amidst the fine roar of rockets and the blar- 
ing.of a brass band. But this sort of historical 
evangelizing has as little value as the slapstick 
vespers which delight the congregation of Billy 
Sunday’s circus stunt.”

his mother refused to permit him to 
play at the Erie arena unless $750

LISTS MORE MILLIKEN PAINTINGS

Six Mining Claims and Account in a 
Colorado Springs Bank Also 
Added to Estate. 

A supplementary inventory of the 
estate of John T. Milliken, 
facturing chemist and grain dealer, 
who died Jan. 31, 1919, was filed in 
the Probate Court today, the prin- 
cipal item being a listing of 17 paint- 
ings and engravings which he owned 
outright and- 211 in which he had 
an interest. | The extent of this in- 
terest was not stated. The inven- 
tory placed a valuation of $9588 on 
Milliken’s interest in all the pictures. 

As was published in the Post-Dis- 
patch at the time, a collection of 205 
paintings for which Milliken paid 
$100,000 was sold at public auction 
in New York in May, 1920, and 
brought only $6253. Many of them, 
purporting to be originals, were 
found to be copies. The most valu- 
able picture listed in the supple 
mentary inventory is a Pazin, sched- 
uled at $600. This was owned out- 
right by Milliken. 

The supplementary inventory also 
included six mining claims of un- 
known value in Nevadh, a note of 
the Queen Gold Mining Co. for $48,- 
823 and an account claim against 
the game company for $13,450. It 
also was found that Milliken had 
$619.87 itn a bank at Colorado 
Springs, Colo. 

The original inventory of Milli- 
ken’s estate gave it a par value of 
37,000,000, but the first report of the 
executors showed the property had 


an actual market value of $12,000,-
